Authorizing the use of the east front of the Capitol grounds for
performances sponsored by the John F. Kennedy Center for the
Performing Arts

As ordered reported by the House Committee on Transportation and Infrastrucfure
on March 16, 2000

H. Con. Res. 281 would authorize the John F. Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts, in
cooperation with the National Park Service, to sponsor public performances on the east front
of the Capitol grounds at such dates and times as jointly approved by the Speaker of the
House of Representatives and the Senate Committee on Rules and Administration. CBO
estimates that passage of H. Con. Res. 281 would result in no significant cost to the federal
government.
